An Active Time 
Of Planting, Pruning 


January is an 
important month 
for planting or 
transplanting 
trees and shrub- 
bery. In the 
South the pe- 
riod of dormancy 
is so short that 
it had best be 
done at once. 

Many summer flowering things not 
already pruned may be pruned now. 
Vitex, crape-myrtle and altheas may 
be grown as standards. Remove all 
low growth on the main trunk, and 
top them severely. Cassia (corym- 
bosa) is lovely grown as a standard. 

A new althea, ‘Bluebird,’ is said to 
be a floriferous bloomer and vigorous 
grower. The flowers are five inches 
across, wide, saucer-like and blue. 
Few shrubs have a longer blooming 
season than althea if not allowed to 
set seed. Altheas also have the virtue 
of blooming when quite small. 

Late January and early February 
are my favorite times to plant roses. 
Earlier the weather may be balmy for 
two weeks and then dip low, killing 
new tender growth. By the time they 
start growing if planted late this 
month there will not be any more 
killing cold. I order as soon as cata- 
logs arrive. Most rose growers will 
ship when designated. When the 
plants arrive, unpack, trim broken 
canes and roots, then immerse the 
whole plant in water overnight. A 
clean garbage can is good for this al- 
though my bath tub has been pressed 
into service. Hill up around newly 
planted canes to keep them from dry- 
ing out, removing earth as warmer 
weather approaches.

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should be ordered soon. This showy 
plant should be grown more. C. longa 
grows to six feet high, the leaves 
canna-like but much deeper ribbed, 
from 1% to two feet long. In July 
and August they send up dense spikes 
over a foot long. The flowers are yel- 
low but the bracts papery, shaded 
lavender and pink-lavender. Cut, the 
foliage and spikes of blooms last for 
more than a week. C. petiolata is 
smaller growing. The flowers of both 
are identical except that this blooms 
later, stretching the season of bloom. 
The roots are fleshy, and where the 
ground freezes deeply should be dug 
and stored as dahlias are. Planted four 
inches deep in good rich soil, and 
watered well these plants, commonly 
called “queen lilies,” are really beau- 
tiful and unusual.

forth will benefit from soluble feed- 
ing. Cloves of garlic, grown in a 
sunny kitchen window, make a note 
of green and the young tender foliage 
may be cut to add just the right fillip 
to winter salads or stews. 

Soon snails and slugs will be doing 
untold damage. At the first slimy sign 
put out Bug-geta pellets where they 
will get them. 

Do put out suet, peanut butter, 
crumbs and seed for the song birds 
that spend the winter with us. See 
that they have water when everything 
is frozen.

For Later Dividends 


Mucu has 
been written 
about garden 
planning. The 
development of 
a pattern from 
which a garden 
is constructed is 
challenging. In 
the final analysis 
such planning 
should be considered as design. De- 
velopment of this pattern is a perfect 
project for a gardener during this 
month of relatively little activity out- 
doors. 

A cardinal principle to keep in 
mind is that “simplicity is the keynote 
of good design.” One of my favorite 
professors put it this way: “The Ro- 
mans knew when to stop!” Unfortun- 
ately very few gardeners know when 
to stop. They keep adding materials 
until all evidence of design is lost. 

As plans are developed for the home 
grounds, go farther and investigate 
possibilities of helping on civic im- 
provements in your community. Prac- 
tically everyone is or can be interested 
in projects of civic beautification. 
Here again, one of the most valuable 
services that can be rendered is to 
insist on development of adequate 
plans for the project.

tically no shock as a result of trans- 
planting. Now is the time to move 
plants that have outgrown their space, 
or to thin out plants that are crowded 
and competing for food and water. 
Prevent unnecessary damage to plants, 
especially root systems, and water well 
after planting any plant during Janu- 
ary. Irreparable damage can happen 
to plants if their tissues dry out fol- 
lowing transplanting. 

With all the literature that is now 
available, gardeners can get help on 
nearly every subject related to garden- 
ing by reading. Horticultural research 
is opening many new opportunities 
for successful gardening adventures. 
Much of the labor has been taken out 
of gardening by the use of more sci- 
entific methods. A garden today, even 
though a “thing of beauty,” need not 
be “a job forever!” 


Miscellaneous Tasks 


Heavy pruning, often referred to as 
corrective pruning, should be done 
this month. Check the available food 
and water for the birds in the garden. 
Bring in a few branches of the flower- 
ing shrubs or even the shade trees for 
a real touch of spring by means of 
forced branches. 

Winter clean-up of garden debris is 
always in order. Do your dormant 
spraying now with the miscible oils 
to check scale insects and other tough 
“critters.” This may save long hours 
of anxious work in the spring. 

Feed house plants by watering once 
a month with liquid manure or special 
food, depending on the plant. Keep 
a regular check on the moisture in 
the garden. Water in case of doubt. 
A wet soil is the best insulation against 
freeze damage in the soil. When look- 
ing over the new catalogs received 
this month, make out your lists and 
place your orders early. New varieties 
are nearly always in short supply. 

Inspect stored tubers and bulbs to 
make certain they are keeping well. 
Rot is a common enemy of these 
stored bulbs.

Storage Temperature for Potatoes 

An ideal storage temperature for 
potatoes is about 40 degrees. Prolonged 
exposure to temperatures below 35 de- 
grees may give them an_ unpleasant 
sweet taste. Researchers advise that if 
potatoes have been kept at such tem- 
peratures for two weeks or more they 
should be allowed to warm about two 
weeks before cooking.

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Considering Hedges; 
Their Uses and Needs 


HEDGES ARE 
important in 
many landscape 
plans. They may 
be formal or in- 
formal. They 
serve a number 
of purposes — as 
boundaries, for 
separation of 
areas, as part of 
or substitute for foundation plantings. 
They may be protective, especially 
here in our region of constant winds. 
They may serve as backgrounds for 
flower beds. 

Whether they are formal or infor- 
mal depends on the desire of the de- 
signer. Formal hedges require much 
more maintenance work. 

The choice of hedging material 
depends on a number of things. If 
the hedge is to be formal, it should 
be of a kind of tree or shrub that tol- 
erates clipping. The plant chosen may 
be deciduous or evergreen. Another 
important point is to select a hardy 
species. Still another consideration is 
the rate of growth and the ultimate 
height of growth. Many gardeners like 
to select fast growing plants. These 
may not be desirable because they re- 
quire more frequent shearing or grow 
out of bounds too quickly. Freedom 
from suckering, absence of disease and 
insect pests are other important qual- 
ities in selecting hedge plants. 

Summer and fall foliage color of 
deciduous plants, and the all year 
color of evergreens, foliage texture, 
and color of winter twigs will be im- 
portant attributes of good hedge ma- 
terials. Kinds having thorns might be 
selected where barriers against ani- 
mals and other trespassers are wanted.

Flowers and fruits may add to the 
beauty of a hedge, but if the hedge is 
kept clipped, they will usually have 
to be removed. 

Another desirable trait is dense, 
compact growth. This is often helped 
along by proper early maintenance. 
If deciduous plants are uséd, they 
should be cut back severely at plant- 
ing time to encourage branching and 
bushy growth from the base. Addi- 
tional cutting back, but not as severe, 
may be needed the second season to 
encourage more branching. If this is 
not done, the hedge often produces 
one or only a few trunks at the base 
devoid of branching. 

Evergreens do not respond to this 
treatment. They should be allowed to 
grow until about the desired height 
is reached, and then shearing should 
be commenced. A little light shearing 
during development will encourage 
branching and thickening up of foli- 
age growth. Generally shearing should 
never be severe on evergreens. 

Hedge plants are usually spaced 
closer than if they were planted in 
border or shrub group plantings. Low 
growing hedge plants can be spaced 
12 to 18 inches apart in a row; me- 
dium growing shrubs 18 to 24 inches 
apart, and tall growing shrubs and 
trees 24 to 36 inches apart. Some ad- 
vise planting double rows, with plants 
staggered in the alternate rows. Such 
a practice may be questioned because 
it leaves an area between rows that is 
hard to keep free of dead foliage and 
debris. A double row also needlessly 
extends the hedge width. 

Nurseries often sell deciduous 
shrubs in seedling sizes for hedging. 
Likewise evergreens may be available 
in “liner” sizes suitable for hedging. 

In deciding on a hedge shape, it is 
always best to train the hedge so that 
the top is narrower than the base. 
This allows sun and light to reach 
the lower leaves. An inverted “V,” 
a wedge or semi-circular shape are 
some of the good popular forms. 
Training hedges to a “V” shape or 
box shape invites shading of the lower 
part of the hedge and in a few years 
the lower limbs thin out and drop off, 
particularly on the shaded side. 


Many species of trees and shrubs 
develop satisfactory hedges in our 
western area. Some of the popular 
kinds are dwarf and common cara- 
gana, lilac, honeysuckle, various shrub 
roses, spireas, barberries, buckthorn, 
shrub-type maples, and Siberian elm. 
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Popular narrow-leaf evergreens in- 
clude junipers, arbor-vitaes, spruce, 
fir and pine. There are many other 
possibilities.

Well, not exactly 
nothing, because there is always that 
mid-winter inspection of stored bulbs, | 
roots and tubers to make. Glads, tu- 
berous begonias, callas, caladiums, 
tuberose, Peruvian daffodils, cannas 
and other tender summer flowering 
plants that pass the winter in dor- 
mancy under proper storage condi- 
tions should be examined to be sure 
that no disease is developing and to 
be sure storage conditions are correct. 

Seldom do garden beds go un- 
mulched until January, but when 
snow comes suddenly in early winter, 
covering the ground before the gar- 
dener gets around to it, usually it is 
necessary to do a mid-winter mulch- 
ing job when a thaw melts the snow. 
Except in the far North, snow cannot 
be relied upon as a protective cover. 
It rarely remains continuously 
throughout the winter. Hay or leaves 
must be used for protection sometime 
during the winter. 

The branches of discarded Christ- 
mas trees can be used to hold down 
leaves and provide protection. 

The gardener who starts the season 
well armed with knowledge as well 
as with spade, rake and hoe is much 
more likely to succeed. The rose 
grower, for example, who reads re- 
ports on last year’s new fungicides can 
start the season with the advantages 
gained without the risks involved in 
testing. 

Last season, for example, at the St. 
Paul Dispatch Pioneer Press Test Gar- 
den, the new rose fungicide, phaltan, 
was used exclusively to control black 
spot and mildew during the season. 
Phaltan gave complete control of these 
two very common diseases of the gar-

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den rose without injury to the foliage. 
Experiments in other areas had re- 
ported that phaltan caused bleaching 
of the foliage, but this was not true 
in the St. Paul area. Other results of 
the use of phaltan in the Test Garden 
indicated that spraying must be done 
regularly at least once a week and 
after every rain. Spraying also should 
be started as soon as the rose is in 
leaf in spring and continued uninter- 
ruptedly until freeze-up in November 
with a final spraying when the plants 
are covered for the winter. 


U. of Minnesota Rose 


Since I was the hybridizer, I want 
to mention the new University of 
Minnesota rose, ‘Prairie Fire.’ 

‘Prairie Fire’ is a large-flowered, 
fragrant, semi-double floribunda rose 
having 2¥%- to three-inch bright red 
flowers borne in clusters of several to 
many with from 35 to 55 individual 
blooms crowning a single cane. Flow- 
ers slowly age to a clear pink, which 
combined with the brighter color of 
the buds and fresh blooms gives an 
unusually attractive display. The 
plant produces flushes of blooms at 
approximately monthly intervals, from 
June until killing frosts in fall, with 
some flowers present almost continu- 
ously throughout the summer. Growth 
habit is upright, very vigorous; height 
up to five feet. Foliage is dark green, 
somewhat glossy and quite disease re- 
sistant.

winter have been dry. It is easier when 
the ground is not frozen, if there is 
such a- time this month. Evergreens 
planted so late in fall that no new 
roots were made before cold weather 
set in, are especially in need of water. 
These trees depend entirely upon the 
moisture in the balls of earth with 
which they were moved. If the balls 
of earth containing the roots are dry, 
the available moisture may soon be ex- 
hausted by evaporation, and the tree 
be injured severely or completely 
killed. 

The branches of arbor-vitae and 
upright junipers which have a few or 
several main stems should be tied 
together to prevent possible splitting 
by heavy snows or freezing rains. The 
arbor-vitae most likely to be injured 
are Berckmann’s Golden, Baker’s, 
Bonita and Goldspire, since they have 
multiple branching habits. The juni- 
pers which will require attention are 
Irish, Swedish, Greek and many of 
the scopulorums. 

Damage to small trees can be pre- 
vented by wrapping them with binder 
twine or similar strong cord. Tie the 
cord around the base of the trunk 
and then spirally wrap the evergreen 
upward to the top. Secure the cord 
at the top. Then spirally wrap down 
oppositely from the upward wrap and 
secure cord at the base of the trunk. 
Cords should be removed in the spring 
when danger of snow and ice damage 
is over. 

Evergreens bent over by heavy snow 
or ice which do not regain their nor- 
mal posture after the snow or ice has 
melted may have to be pulled up 
straight and properly guyed. Some 
trimming of branches may also aid 
the tree to resume upright position. 

Magnolia grandiflora with its very 
large evergreen leaves is especially 
subject to breakage by wet snows or 
ice storms. American holly is also a 
victim of winter’s breath. 

Heavy snows rarely damage decidu- 
ous trees or shrubs. Of course, a very 
large snowfall, such as the one which 
occurred in the Denver area last fall 
before the leaves had fallen, can cause 
tremendous breakage. 

Fruit trees, flowering crabs, flower- 
ing quince, gingko and Viburnum 
Carlesi are at the top of the rabbits’ 
menu for winter and unless these 
plants are protected, they are fre- 
quently killed. The trunks of the trees 


may be wrapped with old screen wire 
or wire netting fine enough to also 
bar the mice since they, too, frequently 
girdle trees just at ground level. 

Shrubs may be protected from rab- 
bit injury by wrapping with burlap. 

If you enjoy learning first hand 
about nature’s handiwork, pick some 
tightly closed cones from an Austrian 
pine and bring them into a warm 
room. As they begin to dry out the 
tightly sealed scales will snap apart 
and open out. The winged seeds, two 
in the axil of each scale, can be 
shaken from the cones. Notice how 
they flutter to the floor. With their 
attached wings they look much like 
seeds of maple trees. 

Only about half of the seeds—the 
dark ones—are fully developed. After 
removing the wings from some of the 
seeds plant them in sand in a pot. 


Adding Interest 
To Winter Vistas 


AND NOW we 
have that won- 
derful time of 
starting all over 
again to plan an- 
other year’s gar- 
den — to dream

Since I 
have changed my office from the 
campus to my home I pay particular 
attention to the view from my desk 
upstairs.

I only wish I had 
the nerve to take out the amur honey- 
suckle growing in the top of the oak 
stump by the side of the bird bath 
and replace it with a larch which 
might take less pruning to keep it in 
bounds. 

To make better pictures I have 
been lining many of the brick walks 
with primroses for spring color. I feel 
like a millionaire when I can plant 
Lenten roses by the dozens here and 
there all over the place for more 
spring bloom as well as evergreen foli- 
age throughout most of the winter. 
They are a cinch to grow from seeds 
if you just remember to sow them out 
of doors in the fall. Try putting some 
seed in moist peat in the tray of the

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refrigerator as soon as you get seed 
that you order now. 

Winter twig effects are too often 
forgotten in our search for winter en- 
joyment in our gardens. I still like 
the old spreading euonymus in prefer- 
ence to the dwarf form that all the 
nurseries sell. It has much bigger 
wings on the twigs, and even more so 
if you cut them back to within a few 
inches of the main branch every year 
or two. They also fruit better than the 
dwarf form. The old fashioned yellow 
kerria with its green twigs and single 
yellow flowers is nice. It does not 
sucker and spread the way the taller 
double flowered form does. Occasion- 
ally the littlke variegated kerria is 
found. 


Try Misting 


If you plan to start cuttings this 
coming year try the mist system. One 
friend has a bed about two by three 
feet with a 2'%-foot wall of plastic 
surrounding it. In the middle is a 
mist nozzle such as grocers used ‘to 
use to keep green vegetables from 
wilting. Mums, roses, hardy flowers, 
shrubs, broad leaf evergreens, ever- 
greens and what have you seem to 
root very easily. The bed should be 
in a sunny place and you must see 
that scale from the water pipe does 
not clog the nozzle. Use fairly coarse 
sand or vermiculite in the bed or it 
will become waterlogged and the cut- 
tings will rot. After they are rooted 
you will want plenty of nursery bed 
with a very loose, peaty soil in it to 
get the most root growth possible from 
the new plants. 


Now is a good time to join the 
rock garden, primrose and lily socie- 
ties to get in on their seed exchanges. 
You will be able to get a lot of un- 
usual seeds. If you get primrose seed 
there is no need of going through all 
the folderol they tell you to as freez- 
ing, etc. I just sow mine in a green- 
house this time of the year. They 
come up rather quickly. 


As the years go by it seems to be 
increasingly difficult to obtain many 
good plants. I am continually having 
to locate some not too rare plants for 
clients. For instance, I like to use the 
European privet (Ligustrum vulgare) 
in tough places. It takes sun or shade, 
wet soil or ordinary soil moisture, it 
holds its foliage late, is absolutely 
hardy. But it is hard to find in the 
average nursery. #

WEATHER TRAITS 


WEST —Aridity, drying winds, great temperature extremes and sudden changes. The 
west boundary borders the foothills of the Rockies, and there are some important moun- 
tain ranges within the area. Gardening there is modified by altitude. Hardiness is a 
problem with many plants. More than half the winter days are sunny. Sunlight is intense. 
There are 140 to 200 (average) clear days per year. Annual rainfall is about 15 to 22 
inches; some sections get as little as 10 inches. Summer drouths are common. Frost-free 
days range from about 90 in north to 190 in south. Soils are often alkaline. 


NORTH—Snow cover most of winter in northern parts; snow cover not dependable 
in south of area. Growing season lasts about five months. (In the north of area it is a 
month shorter than in south of area.) Summers cool—average hottest day about 100 
degrees, and much cooler in northern parts. Yearly mean temperature about 46°. Fairly 
humid—rainfall averages 20 to 30 inches per year. Winters cold with 20 to 70 inches 
of snow. Frost often penetrates 30 inches or more. In Dakotas, climate is more fluctuat- 
ing and hotter in summer. Average lowest temperature, —30°. 


EAST—Humid, rainfall averages 35 to 41 inches per year. Medium length growing 
season (six to seven months). Average of 100 to 140 clear days per year. Yearly mean 
temperature is about 53 degrees. Annual snowfall is 20 to 50 inches in the north, but 
less in the south of region. There are 40 to 50 thunderstorms per year (Ohio). Average 


July temperature is about 74 degrees, and average January temperature is about 29 
degrees. 


HEART—Intermediate between West and East in rainfall—34 inches yearly average. 
Growing season 542 to 6%2 months, or 160 to 180 days (intermediate between north 
and south). Open winters—average coldest temperature is about 10 degrees below zero. 
Hot summers—average hottest day about 100 degrees, and average July temperature 
is 75 to 80 degrees. Yearly average temperature, about 55 degrees. 


SOUTHWEST—This is an area of drying winds. As one goes west in it there is 
less rainfall and greater temperature extremes. Rainfall range is from about 12 inches 
per year in the west to 36 in the east. Average January temperatures in the region range 
from 32 to 48; average July temperatures from 78 to 84. Frost-free days range from 


180 to 230. Climate here is characterized by rapid changes, great extremes and diversity, 
open winters. 


MID-SOUTH— Without extending entirely to Gulf Coastal districts, our Mid-South 
area takes in the warmer, moister latitudes that are influenced by nearness of the Gulf 
and also at times by sterner climates of the interior. Summer and winter humidity is 
rather high. There is considerable winter rainfall. Snow is infrequent and of slight depth, 
and frost seldom penetrates more than one to three inches into the soil. Average January 
temperatures over the area range from 36 to 50; average July temperatures from 78 to 
82; annual rainfall ranges from about 42 to 52 inches; and the season without frost 
from 62 to eight months. ¢

A PUBLIC GARDEN in South Bend, Indiana, has none of the usual “keep off 
the grass” or “don’t touch” signs. It is especially planned so that people can 
touch the flowers. It began in the mind of Mrs. G. W. Zeigler, past president 
of the South Bend Garden Club. 

Many people who delight in the colors of flowers never stop to think of 
those who can’t see them. Mrs. Zeigler did. She dreamed of establishing a 
garden of fragrance for the blind. Mrs. A. R. Bryson, then president, and 
other club members caught the vision. This would be new, different and 
permanent. So far as they knew, there was no such garden in the United 
States; they hoped to establish the first one. (They were to learn that Texas 
A simple sign marks the entrance to the had been first, and there are now several others.) They wrote to England 
garden. for information about such a garden there, and began preliminary plans. 

They wanted it to be beautiful, of course, but their first consideration was 
fragrance. Texture was second, for the sightless to “see” by touch. They 
planned to have something growing for scent and texture every month of 
the year. If they could find fragrance, texture and beauty combined in one 
plant, so much the better, but nothing would be chosen for beauty alone. 
Many plants with insignificant blooms have enticing odors, and sighted people 
could enjoy fragrance, too, couldn’t they? 

In the minds of club members were thoughts of people who had once known 
the beauty of flowers, beauty now shut out by darkness. Scent and texture 
would bring back the colors and shapes they had once known. The garden. 
could teach children who had never had sight to know about plants. 

Interest in gardening is good therapy. Moreover, it is a means of education. 





Part of the rose garden and pool. 
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Say to a person who has never known sight, “this flower 
is red,” and you tell him nothing. But say to him, “Smell 
the flower. Bruise a leaf and smell that. Feel the shape 
and texture. Measure the height of the plant. Feel the 
earth it grows in,’—-and you open a door for him. The 
enthusiasm of the South Bend club grew rapidly. 

A public garden needs space; there was space in South 
Bend parks—if they could get it. A garden needs care; 
could they get the city to take care of it along with 
the rest of the park grounds? It needs walks; they cost 
money. It takes more money for plants, fertilizer and 
sprays. A community garden needs community backing 
and co-operation. 

The club members got up petitions asking the city of 
South Bend for space in one of the parks, outlining the 
purpose and plans for a Garden of Fragrance. They 
promised that the garden club would buy the plants, 
help set them, even help care for them. They said that 
the garden would be open to everyone without charge. 
They asked other organizations to cooperate. 

Civic groups move slowly, but one day while Mrs. 
Bryson was going through a catalog to find fragrant 
daylilies, her phone rang. Stanley Goard, landscape 
architect and assistant superintendent of the South Bend 
park system, said, “You get your plot for your garden.” 

There were several parks in South Bend; which did 
they want? The club members were ready for that ques- 
tion. Leeper Park was big enough. It was accessible. 
It was on a main highway so tourists would see the 
garden. And it had good natural possibilities. It lay 
alongside the St. Joseph River whose shores were bor- 
dered with big trees, and the level grassy space under 
the trees would furnish parking space. 

The Club added a clincher: in the park stood the 
first building ever erected in South Bend. It was a small 
log house that had been the home of Pierre Navarre, 
pioneer fur trader and trapper. It had once stood on 
one of the many bends of the St. Joseph River, eventu- 
ally known to trappers as the south bend, for which the 
later city was named. Recently placed in a corner of 
Leeper Park by the Historical Society, the cabin could 
be an intrinsic part of the Garden. 

The garden club got its space—75,000 square feet of 
it—and planting began. 

The first plot was planted in 1954. It was a patio 
around a big basswood tree. An iron lace bench circles 
the tree. Across the graveled patio is a raised bed held 
in place by a stone wall and planted with hyacinth, 
narcissus and tulips. During the same year, the garden 
beds were laid out and walks of crushed stone were 
made. 

Later, shrubs and flowers were planted, all chosen for 
fragrance or texture. There are lilies, phlox, fragrant 
daylilies, nicotiana. A bed, raised waist high, is filled 
with herbs and geraniums. 

Among the geraniums are rose-scented and camphor- 
scented ones. There are geraniums that smell like apples 
and nutmegs and lemons. Others have pungent scents— 
gooseberry and pine; and some smell like spices—ginger 
and mint. A few oak-leaf geraniums were chosen for 
shape and texture, like ‘Sharp Toothed Oak’ and ‘Stag- 
horn Oak.’ 

Herbs aren’t much to look at, but this garden was 
planted for fragrance, so there is parsley (for texture) , 
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An iron lace bench surrounds the giant basswood tree. 
Nearby are lilacs and a raised wall and garden where 
tulips, hyacinths and other fragrant plants bloom in their 
proper seasons. 


garlic, rue, tansy, lemon verbena, savory, lavender, spear- 
mint and others. Walking along the waist-high bed, with 
the sun warming the herbs or the dew on the leaves, 
you are entranced by the mingled scents. You stop and 
shut your eyes and try to sort them out. You reach out 
a hand and feel a leaf: some are cool and smooth; 
some are rough and crinkled; some are hairy and vel- 
vety and warm. Their scent lingers on your fingers, and 
you understand the meaning of this garden. 

In June the iris beds are in full bloom and sweet shrub 
is loaded with odd brown blossoms. Roses are opening 
and tuberoses peeping through the ground promise later 
fragrance. 

In July, petunias replace bulbs that are dug each year. 
Sweet alyssum, geraniums and herbs are at their best, 
and late-blooming lilies lift their cups. The perfumes of 
fall-flowering plants, like chrysanthemums, will follow. 
In their own season, there are honeysuckles, lilies of the 
valley, violets, syringa, lilacs, carnations—any scented 
flower that will thrive in the South Bend area finds a 
place there. Even winter is not forgotten; for fragrance 
and texture there are hollies and needled evergreens. 

In the fall, the geraniums are “slipped” and potted for 
next year, in the Potawatomi Greenhouse. Garden club 
members take sightless children there to “see” them. 
They stop by benches of blooming sweet peas, trained 
on wires or strings, and young fingers trace the tendrils 
to learn how they cling and how and why stakes and 
supports are used. A teacher’s voice says, “This is a 
leaf; feel its under side.” A hand guides the fingers. 

The garden was dedicated in July, 1955, with much 
still to be done. Since that time several fountains have 
been installed, and a pool was built near the rose garden. 
Plans still call for development of a garden plot and 
tools where sightless people can actually participate in 
gardening, if they can be persuaded that it is possible. 
Markers and plant name plates, lettered in Braille as 
well as conventional type, are being put in to make 
the garden self-teaching. 
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An Early Start With Tuberous Begonias 


BY ELMA WALTNER 


IN ORDER TO enjoy a longer blooming season from his colorful, 

velvety tuberous begonias, E. J. Waltner, a Freeman, S. D., gardener, 
gives his tubers a boost by starting them indoors. By the time frost 

danger is past and it is safe to set them outdoors, the begonias have made 
a good growth. It is not unusual for some of them to be showing buds 

by the time they are set into their summer “bed.” He has lengthened 

the blooming season by as much as two months by this method. 

In a locality where the blooming season is short enough at best, this adds 
considerably to the enjoyment these flowers give him and the many 
visitors who come to see his flowers. 


1. Two weeks before the desired planting 
date (Waltner likes to plant about March 
1) the tubers are moved from their cool 
winter storage to a warm dark room to 
coax them into sprouting. When the 
sprout is well started, they are ready for 
planting. 

2. The sprouted tubers are planted in 
shallow containers filled with peat moss. 
They are covered except for the tips of 
the sprouts. After planting the tubers 
are well watered, then not watered again 
until the moss seems dry. Roots develop 
from tops and sides of tubers. By the 
time the plants have stretched to a height 
of several inches the root systems will 
be well developed and the plants ready 
for transplanting into plant bands. 

3. Plant bands are made from strips of 
roofing paper four inches wide and 17 
inches long. The strip is folded into a 
four inch square with the extra one inch 
used as an overlap and stapled to make 
an open-bottomed square band. Bands 
are arranged in flats and filled one third 
full of the potting mixture. Waltner uses 
four parts oak leaf mold, one part well 
rotted barnyard manure and three parts 
sandy loam. The begonia clumps are 
cut apart leaving the peat moss undis- 
turbed around the roots. Then they are 
set into the bands and more of the pot- 
ting mixture is poured in to fill band. 
4. After planting, a light watering is in 
order. They are not watered again until 
the soil shows dryness. As the plants 
grow more frequent watering will be 
necessary but the rule of “don’t water 
until the soil is dry” is followed. The 
plants grow happily in their bands until 
frost danger is past and they can be 
set out into their summer bed. 

5. The begonias don’t like full sunlight 
so they are set in semi-shade on the 
east of the house and in open light on 
the north of the building. Plant bands 
are removed. The clump of soil is set 
into a hole of sufficient size in the bed 
and the earth is firmed around it. Be- 
gonias are set with the points of the 
leaves facing in the direction one wants 
the blossoms to face. 

6. Begonias started this way have a 
longer blooming season than tubers 
planted directly in outdoor beds, since 
they can be started as much as eight 
weeks sooner. They will bloom until 
frost. Waltner sometimes plants the 
started begonias into pots instead of 
plant bands, then sets pot and all out- 
doors. This allows the blooming begonias 
to be taken indoors in their pots in fall 
to lengthen the blooming season by sev- 
eral weeks before the tubers are “put 
to bed” for their winter dormant period.

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WHAT GARDENERS SAID THEY WANTED*

First, LET ME express appreciation for the many in- 
teresting letters sent to Flower @ Garden regarding this 
subject after last January’s issue. There were too many 
to answer personally, but I want you to know that plant 
breeders are working on many of your suggestions and 
desires. 

Some day we may have fragrant morning glories to 
remain open through a sunny day, a true blue giant 
fringed and double petunia and a bright yellow one, a 
huge flowered red tipped white zinnia, a dwarf Sensa- 
tion type cosmos, double lilies, blue annual salvia, a 
white celosia, and dwarf four-o’clocks along with yellows- 
resistant asters and mildew-proof zinnias. 

These and the other suggestions were tabulated and 
sent to breeders working with these subjects. We have 
a flower seed conference each August, along with what 
we call the All-America pilgrimage to flower field days 
at Pennsylvania State University. There we assemble 
flower seed breeders and growers from overseas as well 
as from North America to discuss flower progress. Beds 
of over a thousand trials along with the new All-America 
entries cover eight acres and are a sight worth going 
a long way to see. There are 25 AAS flower trial grounds 
over the country. Your requests will be a subject for the 
next conference. 


Amateur Hybridizing 


One of the best suggestions was for seed catalogs and 
garden magazines to publicize amateur plant breeding 
more as a hobby instead of just a “spectator” sport. 
Varieties of the same kind of flower are readily crossed 
with each other. It’s fun to experiment. 

All-America Selections receives entries from amateur 
or home garden “hybridists” just as from seedsmen and 
state and federal institutions. Home gardeners are as 
likely to have a “sport” or mutation in their plantings 
as are commercial flower seed growers. 

To discover a desirable new type of color, whether a 
dwarf, large flowered four-o’clock, a yellow petunia or 
some other exciting plant may be a great contribution 
to gardening. 

The ‘Sensation’ cosmos, ‘McKana Giant’ columbines, 
‘Dixie Sunshine’ marigold and the annual ‘Indian 
Spring’ hollyhock came from amateur gardeners. ‘Blue 
Star’ morning glory was a sport found in France and in 
California. Both were entered the same year in AAS 
trials. Observing gardeners noticed this attractive break 
in the favorite ‘Heavenly Blue’ and saved seed from 
those plants. Another amateur found ‘Scarlett O’Hara,’ 
the red morning glory. 
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‘Dixie Sunshine’ gave us not only our first chrysanthe- 
mum-flowered marigold but crossed with other types 
gave us mum-flowered blooms in those types. The 1960 
winning ‘Spun Gold,’ only a foot high with three-inch 
double yellow blooms and very early flowering, traces 
back to the observant Florida preacher who first saved 
the seed of ‘Dixie Sunshine.’ We need plant explorers 
in the home garden as well as in distant lands. A pair 
of eyebrow tweezers and a little camel hair brush are 
all one needs to start hybridizing. A small paper bag 
to fasten over the female flower, after removing the 
immature stamens and brushing pollen from the chosen 
male on its stigma, keeps insects or wind from contami- 
nating your cross. When the seeds are mature, keep them 
dry and plant them the next season. You’re a hybridizer. 

One of your requests, for a base-branching snapdragon 
to stand the heat and bloom in mid-summer, is already 
answered in the 1960 winning ‘Rocket’ snapdragons. 

Leaf hoppers spread the virus of “yellows” disease to 
asters. Their control is through frequent spraying. No 
known progress has been made in developing yellows- 
resistant asters although most present day asters are 
wilt-resistant. 


A Blue Zinnia? 


It will be a long time, I’m afraid, before we have a 
zinnia the color of ‘Heavenly Blue’ morning glory or 
an annual blue scarlet sage type salvia. A rich purple 
annual salvia of the splendens type is on the way. Some 
reds still show up but these will be eliminated in a year 
or two. The perennial salvia ‘Blue Bedder’ is treated as 
an annual and is easily bloomed from seed the first year. 

We do have dwarf cosmos, not of the giant ‘Sensation’ 
type and colors but of the annual hybrida type, in ‘Or- 
ange Flare,’ ‘Yellow Flare,’ and the red and gold ‘Fiesta.’ 

As for a yellow petunia, there is the primrose or 
creamy yellow ‘Yellow Gleam’ and the species hybrid 
‘Funny Face’ of white with yellow throat veined brown- 
ish purple. At least these are starts towards a bright 
yellow, interesting in themselves as well as for hybridiz- 
ing. 

The call for a large zinnia on a dwarf plant is perhaps 
approached in the winning Burpee hybrid or giant 
‘Fantasy’ or cactus type ‘Blaze.’ Inbreeding it for uni- 
formity caused it to be dwarfer than others of its type 
at first but it is stronger growing and I believe a little 
taller now than when introduced in 1954. Asking for

12-inch dahlia-sized zinnias is perhaps beyond present 
reach because selecting to extreme size has caused less 
doubleness and fewer flowers. Treating with colchicine 
for tetraploids has produced exceptionally large flowers 
but those I have grown and seen were coarse and with- 
out the good looks we desire in our flowers. So, selection 
returned to good looks, uniformity and floriferousness 
in somewhat smaller blooms. They are far more desirable 
and usable than monstrosities. 

For a blue petunia there is light blue ‘Sky Chief’ of 
12-inch height and open pollinated. An F1 (first gen- 
eration) hybrid of the larger flowered grandiflora type 
in this light or medium blue color should be ready by 
1961. Other so-called “blues” are deep purplish violet 
or heavily violet veined. 

There is a green gladiolus, like the green species rose, 
although florets are small and don’t open up like popu- 
lar glads. Petals may be turned back or opened by hand 
for a novelty. Some of the miniature glads are quite 
greenish in color. A few fair glads of dark purple and 
violet already approach black. 

I don’t know what to say about producing a seedless 
persimmon, or a climbing forsythia. The suspensa for- 
sythias, like ‘Sieboldi,’ although without tendrils or 
twining nature, grow to ten feet with slender trailing 
branches which may be trained as you would a climbing 
or pillar rose. The request for an edible podded garden 
pea is answered by ‘Dwarf Gray Sugar’ or ‘Mammoth 
Melting.’ Pick and prepare these while pods are tender 
and before the peas are full size. That saves shelling peas. 


Asking for a giant ‘Fantasy’ zinnia with ‘Ortho Polka’ 
striping is feasible. Cross the two types and select for 
size along with curled and twisted striped petals. ‘Pep- 
permint’ and ‘Ortho Polka’ vary greatly in their striping, 
with many flowers showing solid colors. A good strain 
takes perseverance, maybe some back-crossing with a 
parent to emphasize its desired features and then further 
selection towards your ideal. Keep records of your cross- 
ings. Use a giant ‘Fantasy’ variety for the male or pollen 
plant in some crosses and make reciprocal crosses with 
‘Ortho Polka’ pollen on Fantasy stigma. Your records 
will show which may be more effective. 

Zinnias are not easy to work with because of the 
composite flower head, but petunias are easy. Let’s try 
hybridizing for a purposeful hobby. Here’s hoping for 
the development of your All-America winner! 4

and produced freely on three-foot 
plants. This new marigold belongs to 
the Climax class—which were All- 
Americas of other years—but it differs 
in being somewhat earlier to bloom. 
The other marigold winner is an 
interesting one because of its habit of 
covering itself with three-inch chry- 
santhemum-type golden yellow blooms 
on bushy 12-inch plants. It is one of 
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the earliest marigolds to bloom, and 
will be useful for low beds and edg- 
ings in the garden. 

The only vegetable award for 1960 
went to an F1 hybrid turnip called 
‘Just Right.” The roots are slightly 
flattened, globe shaped, pure white, 
and the tops are vigorous and erect, 
just right for “greens.” It is heavily 
productive of both roots and greens. 


All of these new plants were se- 
lected after thorough testing in trial 
grounds scattered over the country. 
Seeds of the winners to go on sale 
commercially this spring were grown 
by their original growers, to be sure 
that all seeds distributed are the au- 
thentic superior strains. This is a new 
regulation of AAS to protect the gar- 
dening public.

ANNUAL ASTERS rank among the 
half dozen most popular garden an- 
nuals in America. Called China 
asters (Callistephus chinensis) to dis- 
tinguish them from native hardy types, 
they have been standbys in American 
gardens for 50 years. They have most 
surely kept pace with the times and 
today are available in many new forms 
to fit the needs of mid-century gar- 
deners from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 


There are long stemmed Ball asters, 
the incurved florists’ type bred es- 
pecially for cutting; shaggy types like 
Cregos and Early Giants, also for 
cutting (these cutting types also have 
the vigor to make excellent back- 
ground plantings); shorter varieties 
{about 18 inches) like the crested 
Princess asters and the busy Bouquet 
asters good for beds and borders as 
well as cutting; and even strictly 
dwarf asters for low bedding and 
foundation plantings. Catalogs list 
these and even more kinds that can 
fill many late summer garden needs. 

China aster colors include deep 
blue-violet, lavender, purple, clear 
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light azure blue, intense rose red, clean 
pinks in several shades, and pure 
white. There is a soft shell pink es- 
pecially effective in arrangements. 

It seems strange to think that our 


modern annual asters came from 
China, since we have so many native 
perennial asters in the United States, 


but such is the case, All our present 


varieties came from a single Chinese 
species brought to the Western world 
over 200 years ago. It’s another in- 
stance of a single obscure wild species 
being discovered, brought to new 
lands and intensively bred to produce 
the multitude of types we know today. 

Callistephus chinensis was first in- 
troduced to the West in 1731, when 
seeds were sent to Paris by a Jesuit 
missionary. The plants were about a 
foot tall, non-branching, and bore 
single three-inch flowers of blue, violet 
or white. Early French breeders pro- 
duced a double form with ray-like 
petals, while Germans working in the 
same period developed quilled doubles. 
These first doubles were stiff and 
formal—it was not until 1886 that 
the loose, less formal Comet type was 








introduced. This new Comet form 
gradually won the popular favor, until 
now we see few stiff double varieties 
in the trade. 

American breeders brought out the 
first branching asters in 1893, and 
subsequently took over most of the 
world’s aster breeding and seed pro- 
duction. Today China asters rate high 
in favor in America and Europe alike. 
Greenhouse varieties are becoming 
more important yearly as cut flowers, 
due to their useful color range, long 
keeping quality and wide season of 
bloom. Specialists can flower them on 
any day of the year. 


About Growing Them 


Asters are neither the easiest garden 
flower for you to grow, nor the hard- 
est. For best success you should know 
what you’re doing. By following the 
basic rules of aster culture, gardeners 
of most regions can certainly produce 
quality asters to reward their best 
efforts. 

You can start either with seeds or 
with plants. If you sow your own seeds, 
be sure the soil, the flat or box, the 
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tools and the germinating location are 
sterilized. Sterile seeding medium can 
be purchased, or you may “cook up” 
your own mix in the oven, making 
sure to reach at least 180 degrees for 
30 minutes within the soil mass. Use 
a meat thermometer to follow the 
temperature. 

Be sure your seeding medium is 
very light and loose, either soil with 
about 50 per cent screened compost, 
or an inert medium like vermiculite. 
Have it moist but not muddy before 
sowing. Then taking a section of yard- 
stick or lath, make trenches across the 
box by pressing the thin edge down 
about % inch. Sow the seeds thinly 
in the row—a quarter inch between 
seeds is none too much—and barely 
cover it. 

If asters give you damp-off troubles, 
better plan on treating the seed box 
with one of the new Panogen drenches 
the day before sowing. Don’t let up on 
your sterilizing even if you do drench, 
however; it’s not wise to depend too 
heavily on the drench alone. 

After seed is sown, mist it or sub- 
irrigate to reach maximum moisture 
levels. Then try this trick for main- 
taining even moisture: locate a sterile 
polyethylene bag and slide the box 
right inside. Fold the end under, place 
the box where temperatures stay be- 
tween 60 and 70 degrees, and wait 
three to five days for the seeds to 
sprout. When it begins to sprout make 
sure it receives full light. After seed- 
lings are well up, remove the bag and 
drop temperatures, if possible, to 
around 50-55 degrees, maintaining ab- 
solutely full sunlight and plenty of 
fresh air. This is your assurance of 
short stocky plants resistant to 
damp-off. 


An Early Start 


To grow the best asters you will 
need a cold frame, hotbed or green- 
house. You should sow seed about six 
or seven weeks before you will set 
plants in the garden, (garden planting 
comes after last frost date). Giving 
them two to three weeks to sprout 
and become ready for transplanting, 
this means the seedlings will be ready 
to transplant about a month ahead of 
garden planting time. This is just 
about the right date to start a cold 
frame. Hotbeds and greenhouses will 
be in operation before this of course, 
but it’s just as well not to rush things 
with asters—they grow so rapidly that 
they’d be too big for best transplanting. 
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Transplant aster seedlings to flats, 
spacing them about two inches each 
way, as soon as the first true leaves 
begin to unfold. This enables you to 
handle the plants without severely 
checking them, something to keep in 
mind at every transplanting stage. 
Here is where you'll be glad for hav- 
ing used a light loose seeding medium 
—the roots come apart almost intact. 
Again, transplant the seedlings into a 
light humusy soil for easy separating. 

Have the soil moderately moist, 
neither so wet that it is sticky nor so 
dry that it wilts the seedlings. Be sure 
to water the seedlings thoroughly the 
first time after transplanting—go over 
the flats several times until you’re 
sure all the soil is moist. Then put 
down that sprinkler, and don’t use it 
again for days, until the soil is defi- 
nitely dry and the asters begin to flag. 
It’s important to avoid meddling with 
nature’s water balance during these 
first few days until the transplants 
are big enough to “pump out” the 
excess should you inadvertently over- 
water. 

For premium quality aster plants, 
use 24-inch pots or bands. You might 
try some “Jiffy-Pots,” the new peat 
moss pots that let roots grow right 
through-—-you plant pot and all in 
the garden. 

However you transplant seedlings, 
keep them shallow. It’s a temptation 
to set them too deep, especially if 


they’ve stretched up in the seed box. 
Deep planting invites weak growth 
and stem rot. The proper planting 
depth is so shallow that half the seed- 
lings fall over at the first watering! 
This is no joke—the worst kind of 
transplanting is setting seedlings so 
deep that they stand up like telephone 
poles. 

Keep transplants in full sun at all 
times. A week or two before setting- 
out time, they may need a shot of 
complete fertilizer to keep them grow- 
ing. And at this robust stage they take 
quantities of water. So water 
thoroughly, going over each flat twice, 
and check the flats twice a day in 
bright drying weather. 

Like increasing numbers of garden- 
ers today, you may prefer to buy 
started plants ready to set in the 
garden. When you shop for aster 
plants, look for lots of leaves. The best 
are dark green, growing actively and 
well fed. They should be moderately 
hardened to stand the outdoor 
weather, but certainly not excessively 
checked and yellowed like one some- 
times sees. Look too for the root area 
allowed each plant, and avoid those 
that are squeezed tightly together. 


A Suitable Place 


In choosing garden locations for 
asters, look for places with plenty of 
sun and a moderately rich soil. Space

EMPRE VID GIANTS OF CALIFORNIA 
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Or THE MANY flowers in my garden, the most beauti- 
ful, in my opinion, is the hollyhock. Before you throw 
up your hands in horror and exclaim “That old weed?” 
let me hasten to explain that I am speaking of the new 
double hollyhock. 

Actually, they aren’t so new. They just seem that 
way because they are such a rarity. I took extended 
drives throughout our state last summer. While my 
husband watched the road, I watched flowers. I saw 
quite a few hollyhocks, but all of them singles. What a 
pity, when for ten or 15 cents one can purchase a pack- 
age of seeds that will produce tall, majestic plants with 
full, ruffled blooms that remind one of giant carnations. 
The colors are gorgeous. They include deep purple, 
dark ruby red, rose, pink, yellow, white and a salmon- 
buff mixture. 

I, myself, planted them rather reluctantly last year. 
Planning a new flower bed I was stymied as to what I 
should plant in the background along with climbing 
roses and delphiniums. I thumbed through seed cata- 
logs finding nothing in particular that interested me. 
Finally I decided on “that old weed,” mostly because 
they're easy to grow. Now I wouldn’t trade them for 
any rose or delphinium in town. 

The hollyhock (Althaea rosea) was originally a Chi- 
nese perennial. Nowadays it’s usually grown as a 
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ollyhock

biennial, but it will persist from self sown seeds. When 
planting, sow the seeds one-half inch deep in either the 
permanent site or seed bed. This should be done in 
June or July for blooms the following summer. If trans- 
planting is to be done, do it in the fall before the tap 
roots become too big. Space the plants two to three 
feet apart in ordinary garden soil in full sun. 

Once established, hollyhocks need very little special 
attention since they are hardy and disease resistant. 
If you should find rust, spray with ferbam or sulfur. 
In case of scale, treat with a lemon oil spray. For 
southern blight or crown rot dose soil with one to 1,000 
parts solution (in water) of bichloride of mercury. 

Staking will definitely pay off. Without it, your plants 
will remain upright only until a strong windstorm 
comes along. Bent and crooked, they lose their beauty. 

There is a dwarf double hollyhock on the market 
now. This is a bushy plant which reaches a height of 
four feet. It needs no staking. Although this hollyhock 
is regarded as an annual it will live for several years, 
each plant giving hundreds of blooms each year. They’re 
available in mixed or separate colors. 

The next time you want something tall and colorful 
beside your garage, near your fence, or as background 
in your flower beds, plant double hollyhocks. I guar- 
antee compliments from all your friends and neighbors.

WOULD YOU LIKE to speed propaga- 
tion of a favorite plant? Grow a few 
“hothouse” plants in a “cool” green- 
house? Accelerate growth on plants 
in outdoor frames? Get a head start 
on your seed grown annuals and vege- 
tables, or hasten the sprouting of patio 
plants grown from bulbs or tubers?

The larger sizes are made in several 
lengths but the most useful sizes seem 
to be 40, 60 or 80 feet, adapted to use 
with ordinary electric service of 110 
volts. 

A 60-foot cable will heat a 6- by 
6-foot hotbed, or you may size the 
cable to suit your own space. Each 
60-foot cable carries an electrical load 
of approximately 400 watts. The engi- 
neers at our Northern States Power 
Plant told me that in our area the 
cost of operating such a cable on a 


continuous 24-hour basis would be |

TO THE SEEDSMAN 


FLOWERS are More than Beautiful 


Most oF us would agree that flow- 
ers excite the keenest of pleasure be- 
cause of their clearly displayed beauty. 
To the seedsman too, these most orna- 
mental features of most plants have 
their outward beauty, but much more 
besides. To the seedsman, flowers are 
the means toward plant improvement 
and the means, thereafter, of quality 
control in generation after generation 
of any established variety of decora- 
tive flower or vegetable. 

The real function of flowers in pol- 
lination and seed production was re- 
vealed not so many generations ago. 
Learning it was one of the most help- 
ful aids to seedsmen in their pursuit 
of excellence in garden seeds. 

Nowadays gardeners can have their 
choices of many varieties of each kind 
of flower and vegetable. Each variety 
behaves true to catalog descriptions 
in garden rows. 

It wasn’t quite so in olden days, 
not until seedsmen learned in useful 
detail about the natural, and eventu- 
ally controllable, method of pollina- 
tion typical of each kind of plant. 

This specialized knowledge about 
each kind of seed-propagated flower 
and vegetable has become part of the 
lore of flower and vegetable seed 
breeding; virtually second nature to 
seedsmen, it may prove equally inter- 
esting to many gardeners who wish to 
know something of the seedsman’s 
methods of furnishing seeds for better 
and better flower and food gardens. 


Seedsmen and Flowers 


To the seedsman flowers are ad- 
mired not for their beauty but because 
they are primarily the most important 
reproductive structures of kinds grown 
from seeds. 

Plants differ in the simplicity or 
complexity of their flowers, their pol- 
lination and seed development. Some 
kinds, such as peas and beans, petu- 
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nias and tomatoes, bear flowers and 
seeds in one season. Others, like beets 
and cabbage, delphiniums and other 
biennials and perennials may not 
bloom until the second year unless 
one knows how to induce earlier blos- 
soming. 


Kinds of Flowers 


Kinds of flowers differ in their 
make-up for pollination and seed pro- 
duction. 


Sweet peas, garden peas and lettuce 
contain within each flower the means 
toward pollination and seed setting, 
safeguarded naturally against un- 
wanted cross pollination by bee-borne 
or wind-borne pollen. 


Seed fields of related varieties of 
such kinds of plants may be grown 
near one another, separated only 
enough to prevent mechanical mixing 
in the course of harvesting. 


Insect Pollinated Kinds 


Cabbage, turnips and related species 
among the decorative plants have 
within each flower pollen bearing 
structures and seed yielding structures, 
but the flowers are open to cross- 
pollination by bees. 


Bees are necessary to provide for 
pollination (and therefore seed pro- 
duction) in a field of any purely bred 
variety of these plants. With these 
kinds of flowers seedsmen have had 
to learn how to use the services of 
bees, without risking unwanted cross- 
ing between related but distinct vari- 
eties. For instance, an ordinary 
cabbage and a savoy cabbage might 
cross, or a variety of cabbage and a 
variety of cauliflower. This sort of 
mixing is to be avoided. 


Incidentally, seedsmen have learned 
that cabbage, cauliflower, brussels 
sprouts, broccoli, kale and kohlrabi 
are really crossable fellow sub-kinds of

The two flowers of the corn plant are 
more usually known as the tassel and 
the ear. Pollination is usually effected 
by air-borne pollen. To develop inbred 
strains of sweet corn, controlled pollin- 
ation is accomplished as follows: when 
the ear-shoot becomes apparent, and be- 
fore silks emerge, a bag is clipped over 
the ear shoot (first photo). When ex- 
amination shows the ear has developed 
silks inside the bag, another bag is 
clipped over the tassels of the same 
plant to gather fresh pollen (second 
photo).

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A door yard garden is a place of beauty, 
but it is the worst place in the world to 
try to raise seeds by which this beauty 
will be duplicated next year. Look, for 
example, at the flowers of two frequent 
inhabitants of such gardens—the pe- 
tunia and the Iceland poppy (at right): 


Both are open to air-borne pollen and 
inviting to insect-borne pollen from 
other varieties of petunias or poppies in 
the neighborhood. The seed from such 
garden plants is almost sure to produce 
mixed, nondescript plants. The lesson 
here is that to have true varieties each 
year one must use commercially-grown 
seed. Commercial growers will isolate 
their fields and make sure there is no 
undesired mixing of pollen. 


Perfect flowers 


Perfect flowers are those having pollen- 
producing parts and seed-producing 
parts within the same flower structure. 
Such a possible flower is shown in the 
diagram. Many flowers and vegetables, 
for example petunias, sweet peas, cab- 
bage and lettuce, have perfect flowers. 
In nature, these may or may not be 
subject to cross pollination by insect- 
borne pollen or by air-borne pollen.

Bees simply will not make a tri- 


angular flight from and to the hive. 
They do not endanger crops thus lo- 
cated. Even though any bee should 
visit each crop alternately, there 
would be no danger of unwanted 
crossing, since a special worker bee at 
the hive removes every last grain of 
pollen from any departing bee. 

Once a haven of refuge against 
crossing has been established for each 
cabbage variety, for instance, then the 
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same location is safe for one variety 
of each kind of crossable species—one 
petunia, one cucumber, one winter 
squash, one summer squash and one 
cabbage or related vegetable. 


Wind Pollinated Kinds 


Sweet corn, beets and spinach are 
kinds whose potential seed-bearing 
flower parts become pollinated by 
means of air-borne pollen; bees or 
other insects play little or no part in 
spreading such pollen. 

Crossable crops of these plants must 
be isolated from one another by great 
distance, preferably miles, with due 
regard for the direction of prevailing 
winds. 

In the course of developing new 
varieties of flowers or vegetables, plant 
researchers sometimes choose to iso- 
late choice single plants for controlled 
self-pollination. 

Such plants can be grown singly in 
cloth cages. When buds have de- 
veloped and flowering becomes im- 
minent, blow-fly pupae are placed in 
the cool earth near each plant. They 
emerge soon as blow flies and do an 
acceptable job as pollinators of the 
caged plants. 

Sometimes flowering of biennials is 
hastened for seed breeding purposes. 
Cabbages ordinarily bloom the second 
year. However, select plants which 
are stored for about 60 days at 40 
degrees F., will burst into bloom soon 
after planting in the greenhouse to 
yield seeds for spring-time planting, 
enabling a full generation from seed 
to seed within one calendar year. 
Incidentally, a cabbage in bloom is 
an attractive plant with showy yellow 
four-petaled flowers on upright 
branches. # 


White Marigold 


An end to the search for a white 
marigold is not too far away, judging 
from the high quality of entries in the 
1959 White Marigold Trials at Flora- 
dale Farms, Lompoc, Calif. Five special 
awards were made this year although 
judges did not find a plant to end the 
search. 

To qualify for the $10,000 prize 
which W. Atlee Burpee Company is of- 
fering, the white marigold selected must 
be as big as ‘Man-in-the-Moon’ mari- 
gold, three inches or more across, and 
as white as ‘Snowstorm’ petunia. At- 
tempting to speed the discovery of such 
a white marigold, Burpee is offering 
special hybrid seeds called ‘Miracle 
Marigold’ which possess strong nearest- 
to-white factors. 

Seed for the 1960 white marigold 
trials should be submitted to the Burpee 
Seed Company in Philadelphia, Pa., 
Clinton, Iowa, or Riverside, Calif., by 
March 1.

Include the Garden In the Budget 


WE HAVE MERELY to look at a 
pretty new house before grass, shrubs, 
and trees have been planted, or an 
old house in the midst of neglected 
surroundings to realize how true it is 
that a “house is not a home until it’s 
planted.” 

When one thinks of all that should 
be done, it may appear to be too costly 
a project to undertake. But it need 
not be. Any home owner who can 
handle a spade and other simple gar- 
den tools can do the necessary work 
himself and thus save much of the 
cost. 

The pleasing part is that you have 
wide latitude—you can do as little or 
as much as you wish the first year 
and spread the remainder of the work 
and the cost over a period of several 
years. Your place will show definite 
results even the first year giving the 
comfortable feeling of satisfaction that 
one gets in living amid pleasant and 
beautiful surroundings. 

Such things as trees and shrubs in- 
crease in value as they grow. A well 
landscaped property is worth more 
than the same kind of house in an 
unplanted or neglected yard. It pays 
to include home beautification costs 
in your budget. The amount that can 
be set aside for this will determine 
what can be done the first year and 
in succeeding years in order to com- 
plete the project. 


A spade should be in the garden budget 
the first year. A garden cart is a handy 
article but we can garden without it for 
a year or two if necessary. 





The item to consider first is the 
lawn, and almost as important are 
the foundation plantings and shade 
trees. These should be planted the 
first year. If you are in doubt as to 
what kind of grass to plant, what is 
best for foundation plantings, or 
which shade trees are best for your 
area, consult a nearby nursery. They 
will be eager to help you. Some nurs- 
eries will draw up complete landscape 
plans for your grounds. Often the fee 
for the plans is refunded when you 
buy a certain amount of nursery stock 
for the plantings. In this event the 
plans cost you nothing. You are not 
compelled to complete the plantings 
in a single year—yet you will know 
exactly what you should plant, and 
where, in order to have a well land- 
scaped home. You will also have a 
good idea of what the total cost will 
be. 

Get good quality stock. Do not 
skimp on the quality of grass seed that 
is needed. If corners have to be cut, 
buy smaller and fewer trees and shrubs 
for the foundation planting, and only 
the most necessary shade trees and in 
the smaller sizes the first year. Your 
grounds will look well planted if you 
buy flats of annuals such as petunias, 
red salvias and marigolds to fill in 
the empty spots and to add color. If 
the budget is too lean for flats of 
plants, buy packets of seeds instead 


We have only to look at an “unplanted” 
new house to realize how much a green 
lawn and foundation plantings would 
add to its beauty. 
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Shade trees should be planted the first 
year, for it takes them a long time to 
grow to any size. The bald cypress is a 
fast grower but it took this one (shown 
here in winter beauty covered with hoar 
frost) ten years to reach this size. 


and grow your own. Use any plant 
material that you might have at hand. 
This includes house plants such as 
geraniums and foliage plants that can 
be set outside during the growing 
season. 

If fruit trees, grape vines, and berry 
crops are to be included, and the 
budget can stand it, buy those the 
first year, too, even if you have to buy 
fewer than your plans call for. For in- 
stance if your plan calls for 100 straw- 
berry plants and the budget permits 
only a dozen, get the dozen. The 
plants will multiply, so that one can 
set out a longer row the next year at 
no extra cost. Black raspberries send 
up tip-rooted plants (bend down their 
tips and make new plants) to increase 
the patch. 

It takes several years for fruit trees 
to reach bearing age, and small fruits 
require a year or more to be at their 
best, so the sooner they are planted, 
the sooner there will be fruit. If you 
have space for a vegetable garden, 
the perennial kinds such as rhubarb 
and asparagus should be set the first 
year, for they, too, require a year or 
more in which to grow. Rhubarb can 
be divided eventually if more plants 
are desired. Asparagus will grow from 
seed if there is more time than money. 

As for the necessary tools, there 
should be gloves, a garden trowel, hoe, 
rake, spade, sprinkling can, and prun- 
ing shears. You can hardlv start with-

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out these. Perhaps by the second or 
third year you can include a hose, 
garden cart, and dust or spray gun. 
If you have a vegetable garden a 
wheel hoe is a back and time saver. 

Fortunately there are no hard and 
fast rules for landscaping a property. 
Family requirements and personal 
preferences should be considered first.

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Basic Botany _ 
for Gardeners |

Dr. John P. Baumgardt, 

who will conduct a course of 
little lessons in simplified 
botany beginning this month, 
is director of the Kansas 

City Garden Center. He is a 
graduate of the University of 
Missourt where he taught 

in the Botany Department; 
and he has also taught at the 
University of Kansas City. 


THE MARK OF an enthusiastic hob- | 
byist is his constant search to find out 
more about his hobby. This is cer- 
tainly true of an enthusiastic gar- | 
dener; witness the abundance of good | 
gardening literature on the market; | 
the attendance at garden forums, | 
flower shows and club meetings. Or | 
go by any good nursery and watch | 
the amateur gardeners browse around, | 
questioning the growers, snooping into | 
spray tanks, hoping to pick up some- 
thing new to add to their own gar- | 
dening knowledge. 

Here at our Garden Center in Kan- 
sas City we find the same enthusiasm. 
A series of horticulture lectures ar- 
ranged for one club brought a petition 
that led to a course of lectures open 
to all Garden Center members. 

Why emphasize horticulture and 
botany? Because they are basic to all 
gardening procedure. As one woman 


remarked after a class on mineral nu- | 


trition, “Now I know why I’ve been 
fertilizing that way for all these years.” 
She knew by experience what to do; 


but not why her efforts resulted in | 


better plant growth. This, then, points 


out the difference between botany and | 
horticulture. Botany is the compre- | 


hensive study of plants; it tries to 
define all plant activities, including 
metabolism, photosynthesis, reproduc- 
tion, and plant relationships. 
Horticulture, on the other hand, 
takes the findings of the botanist and 
applies them. Recently when botanists 
found that certain organic acids acted 
as plant hormones in stimulating root 
production from shoot cuttings, the 
horticulturist soon began to study how

technique for rooting cuttings in the 


nursery propagating house. 


The series of articles we are 
starting now is a combination of 
botanical facts and _ horticultural 
application. We hope they help the 
gardener understand both his plants 
and the methods he uses to have 
a healthy garden. 


Gardeners are generally concerned 
with flowering plants; of course most 
of us have a few ferns in the shady 
corners or some liverworts and mosses 
growing in the abandoned well; but 
our grasses, shrubs, annuals and per- 
ennials make up the most part. All 
are seed-bearing plants, technically, 
Spermatophyta. Our subject will be 
these seed producers; their structure, 
processes and activities. The goal is to 
give gardeners a background for their 
gardening activities; to help them un- 
derstand what their plants are doing; 
to give them a glimpse into the mys- 
teries of nature. 

A flowering plant, be it a giant oak 
or a miniature rose, is a miracle of 
development, all keyed to the theme 
of reproduction. The ends to which 
a plant will go to save its species are 
unbelievable. The orchardist knows 
that non-fruiting apple and cherry 
trees can be made to flower, then 
fruit, by pruning the roots, thus threat- 
ening the life of the tree. If root prun- 
ing fails, he may half-girdle the trunk, 
and as a final step, he may again half- 
girdle from the opposite side a foot 
or less above the original cut. Plants 
must not be credited with instinct, 
but their nature is such that if life is 
in peril, final resources of stored foods 
and mineral reserves will be brought 
up toward producing a flower and 


| its seed. 


The seed is for the “seven lean 
years” of a plant’s life. Plants set seed 
with the onset of bad times, when the 
plant is endangered. In the case of 
annual plants when seed is set the 
plant usually dies. This is why gar- 
deners often snip off spent blossoms 
as they stroll through the garden. Or 
a gardener may overfeed, overwater 
and generally stimulate a foliage plant 
to keep it making leaves and stems, 
knowing that the plant will set flowers 
and lose its glamour if austerity sets in. 










Precise Watering 

If you are a cactus enthusiast, or raise 
other plants in small pots, use an ear 
syringe to water them. There will be no 
more spilling of water and you need not

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On the other hand, with rare excep- 
tions, you cannot get a seed without 
a blossom, and usually the gardener 
is interested in lots of flowers. Here 
we are able to take advantage of some 
ecological data. Ecologists are those 
fellows who study plants in their nat- 
tural settings. Ecologists tell us that 
plants growing near the equator, 
where day and night are equal, have 
no seasonal cycles, but are foliage pro- 
ducing only, or have a blooming cycle 
built around periodic rainy spells or 
else, when mature, they bloom and 
set fruit with no apparent rhythm. 


An example is the orange. Thriv- 
ing in tropical or subtropical con- 
ditions, orange trees are famous 
for carrying ripe fruit, green fruit 
and fragrant blossoms on the same 
branch. By the reverse of this, 
greenhouse men are able to change 
the blooming dates of flowers by 
artificially changing the day length, 
giving a longer or shorter night, 
as is necessary. 


In the temperate zones plants have 
more sharply defined life cycles. Most 
of our annuals sprout in the spring, 
bloom, set seed and die. A few winter 
annuals operate the same cycle in 
winter. Chickweed sprouts in October, 
flowers with the winter thaws and 
dies with the onset of warm weather. 
Or, our perennials awaken in the 
spring, bloom, set seed, vegetate 
through the summer, and sleep 
through the winter. 

But the point is this—reproduction 
is the goal, and mother nature can be 
mighty extravagant in shooting for it. 
Look at the millions of seeds an elm 
produces, or a petunia, or an orchid. 
We will build our course around the 
structures and processes that are found 
within a plant to make seed produc- 
tion, or from the broader viewpoint, 
the continuity of life, possible.

Handiest thing in the house... 


The Cutting Box 


THERE’S NOTHING NEW about this 
cutting box—it’s not even my own 
design. What amazes me is that peo- 
ple can keep plants without it, or 
something like it. It has dozens of 
uses—germinating, propagating, nurs- 
ing ailing plants. It is simple to make, 
pleasant to look at, handy to have 
around, and costs little or nothing. 

My cutting box is made from a 
cherry crate the grocer gave me. The 
sides are window glass, cut to meas- 
ure at the hardware store, and fas- 
tened at the corners with masking 
tape. On top I use another piece of 


glass; a stretch of clear plastic would 
do as well. The bottom is lined with 
the kitchen variety of aluminum foil 
which holds a layer of moist vermicu- 
lite. It’s a “poor man’s Wardian case.” 

You can make a similar box with 
even less cost and construction by 
fastening wire coat hangers, upside 
down, at each end of a box and drap- 
ing the whole affair with the plastic 
in which dry cleaning is returned. If 
you possess a pretty fish tank or aquar- 
lum, you can have a fancier box. 
You can work wonders with a box of 
any size or shape, finished smooth or

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rough, as long as it serves one primary 
purpose—to keep tender plants hu- 
mid, warm, and protected from drafts. 





Where can you keep a cutting box? 
Anywhere except in the dark or in 
full sun. A north window sill is suit- 
able, or the un-sunny side of a sun 
porch. Rooting cuttings, seedlings, 
and convalescent plants need some 
light, but not the brightest. I’ve long 
suspected that here is one function 
for which artificial lighting is ideal; 
that cuttings root faster and more 
surely under fluorescent tubes than 
they do in daylight. The reason? 
Fluorescent light produces a constant 
light intensity that never changes from 
day to day. Natural light varies ac- 
cording to the weather, the time of 
the year—it is even limited in its in- 
tensity indoors by when the windows 
were last washed. The box pictured 
here works beautifully in a warm cor- 
ner of the cellar under fluorescent 
lights. You could do the same, or 
pretend your box is a terrarium and 
keep it on a table, with lights turned 
on over or near it. 


A cutting box is not limited to in- 
door use as is shown in the photo- 
graph, and described in the cutline 
by it. This device is equally handy 
for outdoor gardeners. It’s a small- 
scale greenhouse in which early seed- 
lings of annuals and vegetables can 
be kept growing warm and humid, 
without danger of drying out. It’s the 
perfect place for mail-order plants 
which might have been delayed along 
the way, and need to be pampered 
until they recuperate from their trav- 
els. It’s healthy temporary storage for 
garden plants which arrive when it 
is inconvenient or impossible to put 
them directly in the garden. And it’s 
insurance against loss when you're 
away for some days and have no way 
to water pet plants. 


When a friend brings gift cuttings 
or plants; when shoots are accident- 
ally broken from potted plants; when 
I prune or pinch out plants so they'll 
grow more shapely—I don’t have to 
hunt for bottles, glasses, pots, vermicu- 
lite, peat. I pop everything in the 
box and—well, I don’t quite forget 
them, but I certainly don’t worry 
about them. Cuttings seldom fail to 
root; seedlings seldom fail to thrive 
mightily; miracles seldom fail to hap- 
pen to a sick plant. For a gardener, 
this is the handiest thing in the house!

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HOUSE AND GREENHOUSE 
Checklist for JANUARY 


Place your order for achimenes rhi- 
zomes. This plant, a relative of the African 
violet and gloxinia, will provide an un- 
believable display of flowers from July 
until early fall. They are useful in hanging 
baskets, window boxes, strawberry jars and 
pots—indoors or outside. Hot, dry winds 
should not strike the plants; never allow 
them to dry out completely. Early morning 
sun and bright light the rest of the day 
is the correct lighting for outdoors. 

If you like the fragrance of sweet alys- 
sum in your greenhouse, seeds sown now 
will begin to bloom in four weeks’ time. 
Alyssum makes a quick, showy border for 
a greenhouse bench. 

Amaryllis in growth should be given 
lots of sunlight. Keep the soil moist and 
feed at bi-weekly intervals. Unless you 
want seeds, cut the flower stalks from the 
plant as soon as the blooms fade. 

If you received an azalea during the 
holiday season, keep it in a cool sunny 
place to make the flowers last longer, and 
to help the rest of the buds mature. A 
temperature range of 60 to 70 degrees is 
suitable. 

Feed bougainvilleas with a 0-14-14 or 
2-12-12 fertilizer this month. It will do 
wonders for flower production. 

Cuttings of carnations are best made 
from January 15 to February 15. If you 
can allot space for a hundred carnations 
in your greenhouse, they will provide a 
wealth of bloom. Seeds of the Giant Cha- 
baud carnations (Dianthus caryophyllus) 
planted at this season will begin to bloom 
by mid-summer. They have great value to 
the hardy perennial border, and the fact 
that they begin to bloom in their first 
year from seeds is only one of many nice 
things about them. Last spring I planted 
seeds of the variety ‘Orange Sherbet.’ The 
large double, fragrant clove-scented blooms 
began to appear in slightly less than five 
months’ time. The petals are deeply lacin- 
iated, striped and flushed with scarlet on 
an orange and apricot background. To 
grow really straight-stemmed carnations, 
one should provide some means of support 
for the plants. In the greenhouse bench a 
framework of strings or small wire can be 
erected. Outdoors, a sprinkling of super- 
phosphate applied in the spring will help 
to grow sturdier stems. In addition, you 
can use the wire stakes made especially 
for carnations. 

If you can get plump, healthy looking 
gloxinia tubers at your local garden sup- 
ply store, plant some this month and in 
February. They make fast growth when 
planted at this time of the year, and 
should begin to flower in March and April. 
Gloxinias like a sunny, humid location 
with a minimum temperature of 65°. 

Plant seeds of kalanchoe this month. 
After the seeds sprout and begin to grow 
provide with lots of sunlight. These seed- 
lings will begin to flower next fall, will 
be outstanding at Christmas time. 

Order miniature rose bushes. They are 
easily forced into bloom at this time of 
the year, after they have had a few weeks 
of dormancy. When the plant arrives, pot 


in moist soil. Unless you have a humid 
greenhouse, enclose the top of the plant 
in polyethylene plastic until the leaves be- 
gin to grow. Provide miniature roses with 
lots of sunlight, as much humidity as 
possible and keep the soil moist. Watch for 
signs of red spider—webs and splotching 
of the foliage. Spray with any miticide 
recommended for roses. The handiest spray 
to use indoors is one of the push-button 
house plant bombs. These are usually of- 
fered for African violets, but they offer 
control for insects on other plants too. 

Plant snapdragons in January. A tem- 
perature range of 50 to 60° and lots of sun 
should be provided. Transplant 2 x 2 
inches when large enough to handle. Pinch 
out the tip when the plants are 2% inches 
tall. When danger of hard freezing is past, 
the seedlings may be transplanted outdoors. 
I grew the Rocket series of snapdragons 
last year (they’re an All-America  Se- 
lection this year) and found them out- 
standing. 

Sow impatiens seeds for bedding plants 
of just the right size in May. 

If you want lilies in your greenhouse 
in the spring, pot up bulbs of ‘Croft,’ 
‘Peerless,’ or Floridii. ¢

New Vegetables 


‘Allbig’ pepper—Developed at U. of Illinois, 
this pepper now offered to home gardeners is early, 
moderately tolerant to tobacco mosaic, productive 
of large green fruits over a long period, generally 
trouble-free. Associated Seed Growers. 


‘Sugar Baby’ watermelon — An early, small- 
fruited variety, not quite so small as ‘New Hamp- 
shire Midget’ nor so early, but productive of seven- 
pound, round, dark melons with red-orange, crisp 
flesh, small seeds. Associated Seed Growers. 


*Glohemaster’ radish—A warm weather radish, 
bred to grow in warmer months when other va- 
rieties go to tops. Roots are slow to turn pithy. 
Resembles ‘Early Scarlet Globe’ in appearance and 
habits. Associated Seed Growers. 


‘Freezer 37° peas — Originally developed for 
commercial packers, now made available to home 
gardeners. Early, resistant to fusarium wilt, semi- 
dwarf growing, producing 6 to 10 pods per plant, 
superior for eating. Associated Seed Growers. 


New Fruits 


Strawberry ‘Trumpeter’ — June bearing, has 
glossy, smooth fruits of firm, red flesh, good 
flavor. Lasting qualities make it useful for mar- 
keting. Plants hardy, free from foliage diseases. 
University of Minnesota. 


New Roses 


Rose ‘Prairie Fire’ — Bright red semi-double 
floribunda with 2'/ to three-inch flowers aging to 
clear pink. Plants to five feet, upright, vigorous. 
Hardy for the North but best protected. Fragrant. 
University of Minnesota. 


Rose ‘Cherry Glow’—A cherry red, double grandi- 
flora hybridized by Herbert C. Swim. Well-shaped 
flowers are fragrant and long lasting; plants upright, 
tall. C. R. Burr & Co. 


Flower & Garden Magazine 
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Rose ‘Pink Heather’—A miniature with tiny %4- 
inch double aster-shaped flowers, usually pink al- 
though some may come white or soft lavender. 
Grows to 12-inch height, is highly productive of 
flowers. Sequoia Nursery. 

Rose ‘My Choice’—A hybrid tea from England, 
of unusual growth and vigor, showing soft pink 
flowers with yellow reverse of petals. Buds have 
yellow outside and carmine within.

Rose ‘Sparrieshoop’—Pillar or shrub rose from 
Kordes in Germany. Single large flowers of pearl 
pink, carried in clusters.

Chrysanthemum ‘Harvest Giants’—Football type 
mums of four- to six-inch flowers, bred for home 
gardens. Early, some varieties start bloom mid-

white. George J. Ball, Inc. 

Chrysanthemum ‘Mustang’—Four to six-inch in- 
formal decorative flowers, singly on 6- to 10-inch 
stems, spreading, 20-inch plants. Strong orange 
color with reddish touch, twisted petals giving a 
feathery look; bloom starts in August. Stands bad 
weather. University of Nebraska. 


Chrysanthemum ‘Mesa’—A giant (4'/. to 6 inch) 
duplex daisy mum on spreading, 20-inch-high plants.

your questions answered by C. L. Quear 


I have 18 plants of Burfordi holly 
from 12 inches to five feet in size and 
none of the plants have ever bloomed 
or set berries. A few had berries when I 
purchased them. The plants are healthy 
and in perfect condition. I fertilize 
them with azalea fertilizer. Could you 
tell me what is wrong? J. R. I., Indiana. 


Ilex cornuta, variety Burfordi, is unique 
in that the pistillate flowers will set fruit 
even though the flowers do not receive 
pollen from staminate flowers. It is also 
different from American or English holly 
in that the flowers are initiated on the 
twigs of the previous season’s growth. If 
the winter or late frost damages these al- 
ready developed flower buds there will be 
neither bloom nor fruit. Try giving the 
plants some winter protection, by placing 
a screen of lath or burlap around them. 
Or try the newer method of spraying them 
in October with a plastic spray such as 
Wiltpruf. This plastic covering protects 
the buds from the drying winter sun and 
wind. 


I have a Hoya bella vine which is 
over eight years old. It is growing long 
vines but has no flowers. What can I 
do to make it produce flowers? Mrs. 
H. L. B., Minnesota. 


The Hoya bella vine, like most hoyas, 
flourishes best in full sun, in humid air, 
with ample moisture at the roots. But to 
induce bloom during winter run the plants 
cool, 50°, and rather dry. Continued high 
temperature, fertilizer, and moisture pro- 
motes leaf and stem growth and prevents

are set, the temperature may be again 
slightly increased.

I had a large dahlia bed which was 


| quite a disappointment last year. Many 
| of the dahlias produced extensive foli- 


age but no flowers. I store the tubers 
in a cool place in winter and separate 


| them into two and four tubers to each 


clump. Could you offer some sugges- 
tions? E. W. H., Wisconsin. 

If dahlias are fed heavily, large watery 
roots are produced which often make poor 
plants the following year. Applications of 
any quick acting nitrogenous fertilizer pro- 
duces excessive and soft leaf growth at the 
expense of flowers. If you had good plants 
with heavy foliage the manner in which 
you stored and divided the tubers is not 
at fault. Most likely too much plant food 
resulted in too soft a growth to encourage 
bloom. 


Could you offer any suggestions on 
planting and caring for cherry trees? 
Two years ago in the fall I planted two. 
One didn’t leaf out the following spring. 
The other had several blooms last spring 
and then died suddenly. Miss J. G., 
Arkansas. 

First, secure varieties of cherries suitable 
to your region such as are carried regu- 
larly by your local nurseryman. Montmor- 
ency is one of the best, most productive 
and vigorous. Purchase either one- or two- 
year-old freshly dug trees and plant them 
either in late autumn or early spring. 
They require a well drained location pre- 
ferably in full sun, and need to be planted 
in moist friable soil as soon as possible 
after being dug. Since pruning of young 
cherry trees should be held to a minimum 
the more roots the tree retains when it is 
dug, the better. Retaining practically all 
the top of the dug tree while losing a 
large portion of the root system makes it 
especially important that the tree be care- 
fully planted. Spread the roots in their 
natural position and fill in around them 
with good soil. Water the soil heavily to 
settle it around the root system. Once the 
tree is established it requires less attention 
than almost any other important fruit tree. 


Twice I have been unsuccessful at 
growing spirea. The plants will live for 
a couple of years, then their leaves will 
turn yellow and gradually dry up and 
die. I can find nothing wrong with the 
roots. Do you have any suggestions? 
Mrs. K. S., North Dakota. 

There are many kinds of spirea. The 
common spireas such as Vanhouttei, pruni- 
folia or bridal wreath, and ‘Anthony Wa- 
terer’ are almost indifferent as to cultural 
conditions. While they respond to good 
care they will grow almost anywhere in 
part or full sun and reasonably moist soil. 
Probably the spireas are not hardy with 
you. If you are far enough north to be 
on the border line of their temperature 
tolerance try giving the plants heavy winter 
protection. Winter injury and summer 
drouth are about the only things that will 
affect spireas adversely. 

I have Pacific hybrid delphiniums 
which were huge the first year of plant- 
ing. The second and third year they 
were just ordinary delphiniums. What 
care should they receive so they will be 
large every year? Mrs. W. L. B., Wyo- 
ming. 

The best way to have fine delphiniums 
every year is to treat them like annuals 
and set new plants each spring. The plants 
are heavy feeders and to keep them vigor- 
ous requires plenty of organic matter such 
as leat mold in the soil with complete 
commercial fertilizer added spring and fall. 
Or a heavy application of well rotted ma- 
nure in late fall or early spring would 
serve. They will be improved by watering 
during periods of dry weather, especially 
just before and just after the blooming 
period. If the plants can be kept growing 
vigorously all summer they should produce 
superior bloom stalks for several years. 
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I started a strawberry barrel accord- 
ing to directions from an article in 
Flower & Garden. The instructions called 
for plenty of well-rotted manure. We 
added approximately three quarts of 
commercial sheep manure. Much sand 
was incorporated. The plants were wa- 
tered very little because every time I 
felt the soil it was moist although the 
top was dry. The leaves all turned red- 
dish and dryish and gradually all 
burned out. The soil did drop about 
four inches in the barrel. Could air 
have gotten to the roots or was the 
manure in contact with the roots re- 
sponsible? I planted the same variety 
in my garden and they did nicely there. 
Mrs. R. P., Wisconsin. 

In your strawberry barrel it would be 
better to use well rotted stable dressing. 
It is organic matter that you are trying 
to add rather than fertility. The sheep 
manure may have burned the roots. As you 
set the plants the soil must be settled in 
the barrel as you fill it. If the soil settled

the tall varieties 12 to 15 inches apart 
—they will fill every crevice of the 
bed with flowers even at this spacing. 
Shorter types require six to nine 
inches between plants. 


When planting asters in their final 
garden location, be sure not to make 
it their final resting place by setting 
them so deep as to invite rot. Try to 
preserve a good root system when you 
separate the plants. By having the soil 
quite moist you will be able to keep 
lots of it on the roots during the 
planting process. You can separate the 
root systems either with your fingers 
working up underneath, or by slicing 
between plants with a knife or mason’s 
trowel. One good method is to do the 
cutting four or five days before you 
set them out, so the wounds can heal 
and new roots begin forming. 

Again 
watering 


after this move, the first 
is important. Loose freshly 
dug soil takes a lot of moisture to 
soak up thoroughly, and to settle 
in around the root mass of each plant. 


Health Program 


During the garden life of asters 
there will be the normal care—weed- 
ing, general insect control, staking, 
perhaps a midsummer side dressing— 
that should pose no problem. But 
asters have two special soft spots that 
you will want to watch carefully—wilt 
and yellows. Neither of these troubles 
is invincible nor even overly difficult 
to deal with, just so you know what 
to do, and do it. 


Wilt is caused by a fungus that 
lives in the soil. Symptoms on asters 
are a rotting of the stem from the 
base up, followed shortly by complete 
demise of the affected plants. This is 
why sterilizing the seeding soil is so 
important. The wilt organism appears 
to persist for several years even where 
asters are kept off the ground, so the 
best solution if you’ve been troubled 
is to go to a fresh spot in your garden. 

Wilt-resistant varieties should al- 
ways be grown. They’re not com- 
pletely immune, but only resistant as 
the name implies. However, they'll 
give you a good crop on lightly in- 
fected soil and avoid buildup of a 


much more severe degree of wilt. |

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where the fungus can penetrate the 
plant, and potted asters would have 
few broken roots. 


Aster yellows is a disease that does 
not kill the plants. It just causes 
stunting, and flower malformation. 
Sometimes half a flower, or one side 
of a plant, will be affected, turning 
whitish yellow. By itself, yellows has 
yet to affect the first aster. It doesn’t 
come on the seed, or reside in the soil, 
or drift through the air. It’s a sub- 
microscopic virus that grows in weeds. 
A pesky insect called aster leafhopper 
feeds on the weeds, picks up the virus 
in his saliva, then transmits the yellows 
to the asters during subsequent 
feeding. 

How do you prevent aster yellows? 
One simple solution is to get rid of 
the weeds, and this is a big help even 
if done only immediately around the 
garden. A nearly vacant lot or field 
may harbor yellows, in which case you 
should endeavor to have the weeds 
mowed. You should also spray the 
asters weekly with DDT to control 
leafhoppers. This must be thorough— 
it doesn’t take many hoppers to start 
a yellows infection. Commercial field 
producers build cheesecloth houses to 
keep out all the hoppers and their 
worries are over. However, by weed 
control and spraying you should have 
good garden results. Be sure to toss 
out infected plants immediately since 
they will only get worse, and they 
constitute a source for further spread. 

Asters are indeed fun to grow. We 
hope these notes will give you an idea 
or two for a better crop this year. 
Try some of the long stemmed branch- 
ing kinds in the middle ground and 
background of your borders—and of 
course in the cutting garden. Incident- 
ally, you can prune each plant to four 
or five shoots and disbud these as with 
mums or dahlias, for exhibition asters. 
These tall varieties give the border 
a splash of late color where perennials 
or even early annuals have faded. 

Princess, Bouquet, Queen of the 
Market and other medium types make 
as fine a bedding show as you could 
want, forming solid banks of color as 
early as the first part of August. And 
although they are newer, you may be 
able to obtain certain of the dwarf 
asters for foregrounds and edging. 
These short asters provide abundant 
material for petite bouquets in the 
house. Asters as cut flowers last ex- 
ceptionally well. In fact, they rival 
mums for keeping quality. ¢

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Kohlrabi 


BY CHARLES W. Norris 


KOHLRABI DESERVES a better place 
in our vegetable gardens. It is 
easily grown and one of the finest 
vegetables to eat raw. Children love 
it when it is peeled and sliced fresh 
from the garden. It is seldom seen in 
markets. These vegetables lose their 
fresh, tender flavor and tend to be- 
come bitter when they lie too long. 
We took some fresh sliced kohlrabi 
to a picnic one time and both young 
and old said, “Be sure to bring kohl- 
rabi every time.” 

They are delicious cooked and but- 
tered or creamed like turnips. The 
most delicious cooked kohlrabi I ever 
ate was cooked whole in vegetable 
soup. 

Kohlrabi belongs to the cabbage 
family and grows as a bulbous stem 
with leaves on it. It is a cool weather 
crop and will stand a good frost. It 
can be planted in early spring for sum- 
mer use and early fall for later use. 
The plants become woody in hot 
weather when they grow large. 

Plant the seeds in a shallow furrow 
as you would radishes. When they 
first come up they resemble cabbage, 
3 but later the leaves become scalloped. 
: Do not plant seeds too thick. When 
plants are three or four inches high, 
thin to three or four inches apart. 
They are easily transplanted. Simply 
hoe and keep free of weeds until the 
bulbs are large enough to peel and 
use. The younger they are, the more 
tender and sweet. #

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Soil Heating Cable

about one cent per hour. This rate is 
based on our local residential rate of 
2.25 per hour. Rates may be more or 
less in your area. If you want to make 
sure how much it will cost you should 
consult someone at your power plant. 


Once in use you will find that the 
soil heating cables run but a small 
part of most days. When the sun heats 
the hotbed the thermostat shuts off 
the current. And as spring nears the 
outdoor temperature is heightened 
and the soil heating cable will be on 
for shorter periods of time. 


Make Structure Tight 


You can help conserve heat on out- 
door beds by making the framework 
construction tight. Bank the sides with 
earth or other heat conserving mate- 
rial. Check the sash. It should fit 
tightly. If it doesn’t, “weatherstrip” 
the top of the frame with strips of 
felt. As with a greenhouse, make sure 
that the glazing is well puttied and 
laps are one-fourth inch at joints. 
Keep the glass clean to admit maxi- 
mum light. 


If the weather turns extremely cold 
and windy give the frame the added 
protection of extra sash laid over the 
top of the permanent sash. A cover- 
ing of straw or mats is helpful durmg 
the evening hours. 


Soil heating cables operated with 
thermostats keep the soil temperature 
at a constant level. If you run into 
warm weather where the sun heats 
the frame to a danger level you'll 
have to control it manually through 
ventilating the frame. We just lift the 
sash on ours and slide wedges of wood 
between the frame and the sash. Some 
frames are equipped with permanent 
hinge or notched wood ventilators. 


Installing the heating cable is easy. 
If you are working with an outdoor 
frame check to see that there’s an 
ordinary light socket close to the 
frame. Place a layer of sand on the 
floor of the frame. Lay the cable 
back and forth in loops over the sand. 
(See photo). Cover with another layer 
of sand. As an added protection 
against breaking the cable when shov- 
eling, place over the final layer of 
sand a hardware cloth (wire mesh). 
The growing medium is then shoveled 
into the frame, the cable and ther- 
mostat connected to the outlet, and

you're in business. 

If you are using the cable in the 
greenhouse you may want to use it to 
heat an entire bench, any portion of 
the bench, or perhaps just a flat or 
two. Here the procedure is the same 
as above. In most cases, however, you 
can eliminate the wire mesh as you 
probably won’t be using the shovel 


in the greenhouse benches. The excep- 


tion to this might come when market 
crops are grown directly in the soil 
on the greenhouse “floor.” 


Temperature to Use 


Germinate the majority of seeds, 
sprout bulbs or root cuttings at a tem- 
perature about ten degrees higher 
than that recommended for growing 
mature plants. You'll be amazed at the 


rapid growth on_ gloxinia tubers, 
tuberous begonias, amaryllids and cal- 
adiums when given some “bottom 
heat.” Likewise with cuttings of Afri- 
can violets, gesneriads of all kinds and 
of course, cuttings of green plants, 
such as ivy and philodendron. 

I have found a flat of equal parts 
of sand, peat moss and sphagnum 
moss heated with a small six-foot 
plastic covered cable an ideal green- 
house propagating unit. Into this prop- 
agator goes just about any cutting 
or tuber I want to use as propagation 
material. The temperature control is 
set at 75 degrees. This seems about 
right as the material I propagate 
grows best in a warm greenhouse.

Early in the season, use extreme 
care in watering outdoor hotbeds—ex- 
cessive water may cause plants to 
damp off. As in the greenhouse, more 
water is required on bright days than 
on cloudy days. All plants grown in a 
hotbed should be hardened off before 
potting or planting into the outdoor 
garden. 

The hotbed gives you a head start 
on vegetables such as tomatoes, pep- 
pers, eggplant, squash, celery or cu- 
cumbers. And with the use of a soil 
cable in the outdoor frame (or green- 
house if you have space) you can be 
certain of lavish amounts of annuals 
such as petunias, asters, salvia, bells 
of Ireland, verbena, snapdragon 
(these are slow when germinated nat- 
urally), ageratum, lobelia, cosmos, 
annual phlox, datura, salpiglossis, 
scabiosa and hundreds of others. These 
are excellent annuals but when sown 
directly into garden soil they are slow 
in our short season. 

For the flower arrangers who want 
to include celosia (coxcomb) in early 
summer flower arrangements — start 
them in a hotbed. They'll “jump” out 
of the ground when given extra heat. 

Many gardeners start perennials 
from seeds in the hotbed. As the 
weather warms they can be set into 
garden nursery rows or left to grow 
until the following spring in the hot- 
bed. When this procedure is followed, 
the glass frames are removed during 
the summer months, the heating cable 
is disconnected and the plants are 
on their own. ¢

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BETWEEN CATALOG READING sessions 
at this time of year, there are a few 
outside activities that can be done on 
the milder days. Go over all things 
where pruning is needed. This is es- 
pecially true of the fruit trees. 

If you haven’t already done so, be 
sure to order some dwarf fruit trees 
to put out this spring. A few can be 
fitted into almost any city lot, and 
you'll enjoy their bloom—yes, and 
maybe get some delicious fruit. The 
bloom alone will pay for their keep. 

You must remember, of course, on 
some shrubs like the forsythia the 
bloom comes on old growth, so hold 
up pruning them until after they have 
bloomed. 


Last year I cut back a lot of the 
shrubs, but I see where more mani- 
curing is needed. The tendency of 
most of us is to make a landscape or 
foundation planting, then forget all 
about it for years. Suddenly we real- 
ize that we have a large, scraggly 
mass, or I might say “mess.” By that 
time it is pretty hard to do much 
with it. 

So, while not too rushed with other 
work, let’s put on the windbreaker 
and sharpen up the pruning tools and 
start to work. Our corner thicket is 
where I'll start. 

For days that one can’t get out 
and around, here is an activity that 
will pay off for you later. I’ve been 
making some more supports to go 
around plants. They protect plants 
from rabbits, and help hold up the 
heavy tops. You know how a vigorous 
growing peony can spread all over 
and finally break down. 
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A number of firms make low trellis- 
like wire fences, and you will also 
find various plant supports. This is 
fine if you are not going to need too 
many of these. 

However, if you have a yen to “roll- 
your-own,” you can profitably spend 
your time making some. I bought a 
100 foot roll of the wire fencing. This 
wire should be of a heavy gauge if 
you expect it to last well—11 or even 
9. This wire is pretty stiff . . . I found 
a cold chisel was the best way to cut it. 

If you are not sure how big a circle 
you will need, take a piece of string 
and measure it. Allow a couple of 
extra inches, then cut your wire fenc- 
ing the length of the string. In case 
you have forgotten: the circumference 
of the circle divided by 3.1416 gives 
you the diameter. Or putting it an- 
other way, a piece 3.1416 feet long 


would give you a circle one foot 
across. 


For most supports, I cut the pieces 
just short of four feet long. I make 
hooks on the ends of the length-wise 
wires, then loop these hooks together 
to form a circle. The four foot lengths 
make a circle 13 to 14 inches across. 

You can get this same type of wire, 
but with both ends of the loops joined 


rather than one end open for sticking 
in the ground. We have used these 
for clematis trellises. Which reminds 
me that I wish to order some more 
clematis to complete the line up on 
the back yard fence. The ones we had 
the past season were certainly showy. 


The new introductions, of course, 
are always especially intriguing. Bear 
in mind that usually there have been 
years of breeding and testing before 
any new variety is put on the market. 
In the All-America trials, plants are 
grown and judged by impartial grow- 
ers in 20 to 30 gardens throughout 
the country. So when anything is given 
the All-America Award, it must really 
have something. 

To go back to last spring, let me say 
that I was given some packets of 
ROCKET snapdragon seed with the 
notation they would be a 1960 intro- 
duction. I set them out in beds about 
12 feet long and four feet wide by 
colors; red, pink, bronze, lavender, 
yellow and white. 

We had enjoyed snapdragons for 
years—they are a yearly MUST. But 
I quickly realized these were some- 
thing really special. Visitors were en- 
thusiastic, particularly over the red 
ones, as they looked good enough to 
eat. 

In mid-summer I met Ray Hastings 
in Chicago, who has charge of the 
ALL-AMERICA testings. Naturally 
I was telling him about how everyone 
was talking about the ROCKET snap- 
dragons in our back yard. (I am not 
a test gardener for new varieties.) 
His eyes lighted up and he said, “Why, 
they are one of the ALL-AMERICA 
winners for next year.” 

I think that you too will be de- 
lighted if you try them this year.
